Says the Charlotte Observer of 
Wednesday : 

“The coming North Carolina State 
Fair this full promises to be the greatest 
ever held in this State.

The list is a complete one, and 
possesscs some new and attractive fea- 
tures. The horse racing will be given 
more than its usual prominence—three 
thousand dollars being offered in pre- 
miums in this department alone. Great 
inducements are held out to native com- 
petitors. 

“The Managers of the Fair are par- 
ticular fortunate in the selection of an 
orator to deliver the Annual Address. 
Their choice fell upon Hon. D. W. Voor- 
hees, of Indiana. Mr. Voorhees is one 
of the most brilliant orators of the 
present age. Ile has u national reputa- 
tion for his splendid powers as a public 
speaker. He, perhaps more than any 
other member of Congress, has endeared 
himself to the Southern people by his 
bold and manly course in detence of our 
rights. More than once he has in the 
halls of Congress, with thrilling elo- 
quence, portrayed the evils that have 
followed reconstruction, and nobly 
plead for our rights.

Educational—Facts and Figures to 
be Considered by the People of 
Raleigh, 

The report of the Treasurer of Wake 
county to the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction forthe school year ending 
September 30th. 1872, shows, that the 
school fund of Wake county for that 
year was $7,478.71, besides the State 
and county poll taxes for 1871 which 
have not yet been paid. Of this school 
fund $5,667.75 was disbursed by the 
County Treasurer in payment ot school 
expenses in Wake county during that 
school year. Ot this amount $135 was 
paid for while schools in Raleigh Town- 
shin, and $360 for colored schools and 
and $709.53 for building a school house. 
Raleigh Township contains nearly 
one-third of all the children in the 
county, and is therefore entitled to 
to nearly one-third of the school funa 
of Wake county. 

The school fund of Wake county for 
the scholastic year, beginning July 1st, 
1873, will be made up of the following 
items, to-wit: 

Seventy-five per cent. of the entire 
State and county capitation taxes for 
the year 1871. Seventy-five per cent. 
of the entire State and county capita- 
tion taxes for the year 1872. Six and 
two thirds cents on the hundred dol- 
lars valuation of all the property and 
credits in Wake county. Seventy-tive 
per cent. of the entire State and county 
capitation taxes for 1873. Eight and 
one-third cents on the hundred dollars 
valuation of property and credit in 
Wake county tor 1873. 

Apportionment of the State school 
ſund to be paid by the State Treasurer 
to the County Treasurer, January Ist, 
1874. This fund January 1st, 1873, was 
$2,262. It is not known now what it 
will be January 1st, 1874, and is alto- 
gether omitted in the estimate which 
we now make. . 

I find from the Auditor’s report 1872. 
that 3,511 polls were reported from 
Wake county ; and that the value of all 
the taxable property in Wake county 
was $5,769,387. The assessment of the 
present year will, I understand, add at 
least ten per cent. to this valuation.

_Foors’s witn PReEnNTIss. 
his reminiscences contributed to the 
Washington Chronicle, Hon. Henry 8. 
Foote speaks as follows of his duels with 
Sergent S. Prentiss : 

‘In the winter of 1832—’33 I hdd a 
personal dispute at the Bar with the 
famous S. S. Prentiss during the trial 
of a capital case of much importance. 
His language, through sufliciently re. 
taliated by me at the time, induced me 
to send him a challenge, which I ought 
never to have thought of dcing. He 
promptly accepted, proved a far better 
shot than myself, and wounded me 
very painfully in the left shoulder. We 
adjusted our dispute before we left the 
ground. An indiscreet friend or two of 
his spoke disparagingly of my conduct 
on the occasion. I was highly exas- 

rated, and wrote him a note demand- 
ng whether he had given his sanction 
to this actof injustice. He at once 
denied doing so. I published the cor- 
respondence. He placed such an inter- 
pertation upon my letter to him as gave 
offense. He proposed reopening the 
fight, which we did on exceedingly 
desperate terms. He shot me down, 
giving me an exceedingly dangerous 
wound. In three months we were good 
friends, and lived in the greatest amity 
and harmony upto the time of his 
death, which happened in 1848.”

CHANDLER. 

Chandler, one of the Radical speak- 
ers at the recent discussion at Warren. 
ton, Va., went out of his way to assail 
Gen. D. H. Hill, of this State. 

According to a correspondest of the 
Petersburg Inder and Appeal, Chandler 
denounced Gen. Hill as a rascal for im- 
prisoning him during the war, when 
some one in the crowd denounced 
Chandler with an oath as a liar. 

A correspondent of the Richmond 
Whig gives the following account of 


Chandler's speech on Gen. Hill: - 


“Then he (Chandler) waxed warmer, 
remarking, that an Universalist chap- 
lain during the war said, ‘if there is not 
a Hell, there ought to be one as a mili- 
tary necessity,’ and one was needed, the 
speaker thought, to punish that rascally 
General, D. H. Hill, who arrested and 
maltreated him and a Union general 
who served him, according to inference, 
not less mercifully. A voice near your 
correspondent remarked he means Ben. 


Butler.” 

This same fellow Chandler read from 
ex-President Davis’ speech to show that 
“disloyal sentiments” were still popular 
among the Conservatives ; and he asked 
Col. Withers, the Conservative candi- 
date fur Lieutenant Governor, if he 
endorsed Mr. Davis’ remarks. Col. 
Withers promptly replied that he did 
not. 

Chandler, at the commencement of 
of the war, had a number of warm 
friends at Norfolk, where he was en- 
gaged in the practice of the law. To the 
great surprise and mortification of a 
number of his admirers in that city, he 
deserted the Southern Confederacy in 
in the hour of its peril and trial. Soon 
after the commencement of hostilities 
be applied for and obtained leave of 
the Confederate authorities to go be- 
yond our lines, which he did under flag 
of trace, from Norfolk to Fortress Mon- 
roe in 1861. 

He remained inside the Union lines 
until the war was over, when he again 
turned up in Virginia, in the capacity 
of United States Solicitor. 

Chandler is now canvassing for the 
Radical ticket, and is confessedly a 
man of ability and a good speaker. He 
belongs to the Radical crew that is 
striving to place Virginia under the 
yoke of the political vassalage and serf- 
dom. 

In going out of his way to attack Ex. 
President Davis’ speech, and to assail 
Gen. Hill for arresting him during the 
war, be is attempting to lug in personal 
and irrelevant issues. This is very 
good evidence, however, to prove the 
desperation of the cause which he at 
tempts to bolster up, and to manifest 
his own waat of fairness and justice. 


DISSATISFACTION WITH THE 
VIENNA AWARDS. 

A Vienna dispatch informs the p ub- 
lic that great dissatisfaction has been 
manifested by the recent awards made 
at the great exhibition. 

Thirty thousand medals ia all were 
awarded. Of these America received 
four hundred. 

Grave complaints have been made 
against some of the successful exhibi- 
tors as well as against the awarding 
commissioners. It is said that 
the former offered bribes for 
the prizes, which the latter pocketed 
unceremoniously. It is even charged 
that many articles which received pre- 
miums were never on exhibition at all, 
and that a number of enterprising 
American firms whose goods were not 
even entered received diplomas 
“through manipulstions of the juries.” 
We do not know whether there is any 
ground for such damaging charges, but 
of course there is to be an investigation. 

The complaints which some of the 
Americans have made will, it is thought, 
induce the Imperial Commission to ap- 
point a committee to examine iato the 
cases of alleged injustice which have 
been furnished the American Commis- 
sion. 

Our country has cut a sorry figure at 
Vienna. At the commencement, the 
American Commissioner at large, Gen. 
Van Buren, was detected in certain dis- 
reputable practices, and had to be sus- 
pended from his position. Then some 
of his subordinates were found guilty of 
disgraceful conduct, and shared the fate 
of their chief officer. Other nations 
looked on in surprise and mortification 
at our national degradation and dis- 
honor. 

And now at the close of the exhibi- 
tion, we find Americans squabbling over 
the medals, charging each other with 
bribery and fraud, and denouncing the 
successful competitors for dishonesty 
and crime! The dispatch says: “It 
is alleged that those who know 
how the American prizes were secured 
will attach no value to the 
medals of the Vienna Exposition.” Now 
whether this is the language of disap- 
pointed aspirants who were fairly bea- 
ten for the premiums, or whether there 
is any real cause for complaint,of course 
we can not undertake to decide, in the 
alsence of any evidence; but it is to 

be deeply deplored that such damaging 
charges should be made against Ameri- 
can exhibitors—for the character of the 
nation has already been sufficiently 
tarnished in the eyes of other countries, 
and this new scandal will only add to 
our national shame. 


RICH LAND IN EASTERN CAR - 
OLINA. 
The Editor of the Washington Er- 
press has been on a visit to the farms 
lying on South Creek, in Beaufort 
county, Eastern North Carolina, He 
says the South Creek section is a vast 
plain of almost perfectly level land, 


| with a vegetable deposit of eight to 


twelve inches, immediately underlaid 
with the stiffest clay, high impregnated 
with lime: “This clay is from thirty to 
thirty-six inches, where is found a beau- 
tiful blue marl, said to beas rich as the 
best decomposed stable manure.” These 
lands are ot great natural fertility, and 
produce a bale of cotton or fifty bushels 
of corn to the acre without manure—in 
some instances a bale and a half to the 
acre, or ninety bushels of corn are pro- 
duced without the use of fertilizers.
